fiis  royal  master  the  most  ninple  assurances  that  il  liad  been  summoned  ', 
tcm'tlier  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  rarliament  of  tJreat  ' 
Iirilain  which  had  eslablislicd  the  Ilritish  t'oii.stitution  and  ail  tiie 
forms  which  secure  and  maintain  il,  in  this  distant  country. 

Iiieutenant  Governor  i^iuicoe,  acting  in  the  namo  and  on  the  behalf 
nf  Ills  Majesty  the  King,  further  assured  the  Parliament,  that  the  great 
iind  momentous  triisis  and  duties  which  had  thus  been  coininilled  to 
the  (■epreseiitalives  of  this  Province,  in  a  degree  infinitely  lieyond  what- 
ever, till  this  period,  had  distinguished  any  other  Colony,  had  origi- 
nated from  the  Ilritish  nation,  upon  a  just  consideration  of  the  I'liergy 
and  hazard  with  which  its  inhabitants  had  so  conspicuously  supported 
and  defended  the  Oritish  Conslitution.

been  hitherto  expeiuted,  while  inlorinaiion  conceriiiiig  Hie  several 
sources  from  which  il  was  derived  and  Hie  appropriaii  mm  and  nia- 
nagenienl  in  detail  w.as  year  after  ;  ear  rel'nsrd  lo  succes.sive  parlia- 
ments, in  Your  Majesty's  iiaiiie,  and  in  the  nam  •  of  His  late  .Majesty. 
Hence  the  uiiei|ual  and  very  iiiiperleci  s'.ite  of  tlie  represeiitaiion  of 
the  fpialilied  electors  in  the  House  of  .\-^i'ii;llv  :  in  which,  as  al  pre- 
sent coiisiitulcd.  a  majorily  of  the  whole  lueinli,  rs  are  elected  by  pla 
ces  containing  loss  than  onr-  third  of  Ihe  whole  |io[uibition  and  assess- 
ed property  in  the  province:  and  iu  wliidi  iilso,  while  one  clas.s  of 
members  are  pai  I  v>ages  for  tin  ir  alMidance,  another  diss  are  reipii- 
red  to  defray  tlieir  own  c.xpeiices :  bills  auHinri-ing  He"  payment  of 
their  wages  having  been  negativecl  in  llie  l"gi-lalive  rniiin  il  wliilo 
composed  principally  of  executive  olliceis  or  person.j  coniecled  with 
or  di  pendant  on  ilii  in. 

Hence,  perliap-^,  also,  the  very  ex|i<"'ni.i\-e  and  at  the  .smne  lime  ineili 
cieiii  system  for  tlie  adiiiiiiisiratioii  of  jii.-tice,  its  great  delais,  and  th': 
want  of  conrtdence  which  the  people  of  this  cidony  have  so  oHeii  ex 
pressed  in  its  dispensation. 

Tlie  undue  advantages  Ihiis  pn.^sessed  by  p:'rson'  iu  authority,  opei 
a  door  to  the  practice  of  bribery  and  corru|iiiou  iu  every  deparlmen' 
of  Hie  state;  encourage  in  the  people  a  .servile  spirit  of  de|M'ndance  '•\ 
persons  ill  olTice,  ipiiie  unlike  the  leading  characteristics  of  Ilritisl; 
I'recdoin;  and  have  left  our  representat  vesiiot  even  the  noiuiiial  mn 
Irol  over  n  revenue,  rotnplicated  and  very  niis.iiisfaciory  .iccouiiis  "'" 
Hie  receipts  and  expendilure  of  some  pait  of  wliicli  are  parlially  -u!' 
initted  to  their  iiis|iectioii  and  published  as  a  mere  matter  of  foiie 
Large  sums  of  money  annually  raised  for  local  piirjioses  by  Hie  im;io 
silion  of  ta.ves  and  .assessments  on  houses  lauds  and  other  proiierly, 
and  by  thefiale  of  iiiK  iiltivaled  lands  already  granted,  and  oil  which 
these  .as.sessinenls  had  not  been  paid,  are  expended  by  Hie  di..irict  iii:i 
gistracy,  consisting  of  persons  appointed  by  the  cohmial  governineii' 
during  i(s  pleasure;  and  in  this,  ns  in  nearly  all  o  her  cases  of  laxatio'i 
and  revenue,  we  are  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  disposing  of  our  pn  • 
perly  as  we  Ihiiik  lit. 

We  most  hnmhly  suggest  lo  Your  Majesty,  that  the  adojiiinn  of  the 
following  proposiliotis  as  the  rule  of  law  in  Cpis'r  Can, da,  ise^i"lltial 
ly  necessary  to  it?  freedom  and  happiness  as  an  iiileginl  portion  of  the 
empire;  and  we  earnestly  lieseech  Vour  Majesty  lo  diricl  Voiir  M 
nistcrs  to  give  the  measures  we  have  supgcslcd  Hair  hearty  and  et  i 
cieiit  support : 

\.  Thai  the  qualified  electors  of  the  colony  m-iy  he  fairly  aiid  tquil 
ly  represented  iu  the  House  of  .Assembly.     ■" 

2.  That  the  people  may  by  their  representatives  liave  the  control  of 
all  monies  whattoever  coining  into  Hie  hands  uf  th.;  government,  xvhe- 
tlier  arising  from  la.ves  duties  or  crown  lands. 

3.  Thai  the  land  granting  department  (concerning  the  npernHoiis  of 
which  very  little  is  kn.mii  lo  the  province),  an.l  the  sale  and  rli.i|io.  o 
of  all  lands  and  oilier  pubhc  property,  be  reguhilcd  for  tlie  future  only 
by  law.
